For tiro hours Wednesday evening tho 


common council balloted in vain for a 
president. 


In all 23 legal ballots -were taken and 


four others were declared null and void. 
Ballots bearing the name of L'divard II. 
itorse. for superintendent of streets were 
placed on each desk, and this gave rise to 
many rumors. 
Everybody except the 


councilman felt satisfied that something 
ivas in the air. 


During the day Councilman Ilivet said 


that under no consideration will the repub- 
licans vote for John E.Sullivan. 
"If it 
!TVfts any one else but he, we would elect 
a democratic president. 


"We have nothing asainst him personal- 


ly. but it would not be consistent with our 
position to elect him after fighting him as 
•we have done." 


Mr. riivet and his friends probably 


Imagined that the democrats would not 
make the test and learn just how eager 
the republicans are to elect a democratic 
president and thus solve the deadlock 
question. 


But they did, and it was done in pol- 


ished style. Several times a stray demo- 
cratic vote went to Gormley, then again 
for ; Miskella and afterwards for Curtin, 
but the 
republicans 
did not change. 


A republican caucus in the committee 


room lasted one hour and it was afterniiie 
o'clock when Clerk Simonds called to or- 
der and afterwards called the roll. 
Coun- 


cilman Gormley moved to ballot for presi- 
dent and the motion passed. 
Councilmen 


Gormley, Eastman and liiley were appoint- 


. ed on the committee to count ballots. 


The first ballot resulted in 12 for Hart- 


Tell, II for Sullivan and 1 for Gormley. 
The result was the same for five ballots, 
and then Gorinley was dropped and Sulli- 
Tan pot. the twelve votes. 


On the seventh ballot Hartwell had 12 


Sullivan 11 and James F. Miskella 1.

This order was continued until the 


eleventh ballot, which stood: Hartweil !•> 
Sullivan ]2.

On the next four ballots the republicans 


remained solid for Hartwell, Sullivan had

If over the people of Lowell, particular- 


ly those of .St. Peter'a parish wore given a 
forcible illustration of the humility of the 
Catholic prlost, It was Wednesday night, 
when Ilev. Fr. Koberts, S. J., the eminent 
Jesuit who some lime ago conducted a 
mission at that church, lectured upon the 
"Catholicity and Progress" for the benolit 
of the building fund of the new church. 


It was the night before a holiday when 


numerous attractions occupied the atten- 
tion of eycry class of people. 
But the 


simplo 
announcement 
that Kev. Fr. 


Itoberts was to lecture wns sufficient to 
attract an audience of not less than 1200 
people. 
As a lecturer nnd pulpit orator 


Kev. Fr. 'Roberts is conceded to be one of 
the best in the country and no better dis- 
course of its kind wns ever delivered in 
this city than that with which the audience 
was spell bound in St. Peter's church 
Wednesday evening. 


The reverend speaker spoke from the 


BfLiictuary, coming out without any Intro- 
duction. Ills diaco,urse was very lengthy, 
forcible and eloquent, but space permits 
only an abstract being given here. 


In approaching his subject, Rev. Fr. 


Roberts quoted an eminent authority, 
who said: "There never was an institu- 
tion so well deserving of examination as 
the Catholic church.' 
This authority 


wtis no less an historian thnn Macauley, 
who was not a Ciitholic. 
Bis words have 


great weight 
when brought to bear 


upon this subject. 
What, caused him to 


make suck a statement? 
Undoubtedly he 


Haw that grand institution which has 
triumphed over Xeroism iind 
Judaism, 


and upon the 
crumbled ruins of both 


built 
tho 
magnificent edilice of 
the 


church. 


JIo then quoted the many instances of 


persecution of Catholics in early days 
ihjongh which 
tho 
church 
emerged 


triumphantly. 


Coming down to the reformation which 


like an awful conilagation spread out and 
threatened 
wide 
spread 
destruction, 


Mncnuley saw the Catholic church come 
out Phoenix like from all that surrounded 
and threatened her. 
y[e saw that neither 


tho persecution of Xeroism of Judaism 
nor any of the other evils that threatened 
her very existence could shake her foun- 
dation; he saw in the light of history that 
she alone for 1SOO years had lived above 
all ages.dynasties and thrones. She alone 
remained undiminiahed In her strength, 
without a wrinkle on her fair and beautiful 
brow. Xo wonder that Macauley said 
that there never was an institution so well 
deserving r-.t examination as the Catholic 
church. 


But is it not strange that in this en- 


lightened century we have those who say, 
"tho Catholic church Is a thing of the past; 
she could not stand the light of the present 
intellectual progress.1' ' We are told that 
all our progress dates back from the so- 
called reformation. 
We are told that tho 


Catholic church impedes intellectual pro- 
gress, discourages free will 
and chills 


every noble inspiration of the heart. 
The 


bigoted ones would have us believe that 
the world had come to a standstill aud so 
remained for sixteen centuries. 


Hegarding intellectual progress in this 


age of which wo may well be proud, I 
would ask just one instance where the 
Catholic church 
has 
not 
encouraged 


progress. 


Jn all our experience and in all history 


wo are given but one proof and that is the 
Catholic church condemned Galileo, be- 
cause he saw that the 
earth 
moved 


around the sun. 


The 
facts are these: The Catholic 


church did not condemn Galileo because 
he was a discoverer, but because lie 
left 


his calling as an astronomer and essayed 
to place his own interpretation upon the 
scriptures. lie was disobedient, contuma- 
cious and it was the Inquistors of Padua 
who put him into prison until he renounced 
his heretical 
ideas. 
And 
Galileo did 


penance like a man, 
saying that the 


happiest days of his life were those spent 
in penance. 
Tet a whole world will say 


that the church retarded his progress in- 
tellectually. 


"Galileo discovered a telescope yet he 


is relegated to oblivion when we speak of 
the astronomer Kepler who when turned 
out of his own church was taken in by the 
Jesuits of Greece and encouraged in every 
way. 
But even Kepler fades into insigli- 


cance beside the great Copernicus, BO per- 
fect in tho science of astronomy, on whom 
we have made no improvement. He was 
an humble priest of the Catholic church. 
Sometimes we do get there." 


The speaker then reviewed the discov- 


eries in different branches of the sciences 
including the 
laws of hydraulics and 


dynamics, 
the microscope, 
horoscope, 


calendar, thermometer and the achieve- 
ments in music and art. 
The art of print- 


ing was.invented by a Catholic. 
So was 


the mariners' compass. 
We hear of the 


Galvanic battery and Voltaic laws named 
after two Catholics. He then reviewed the 
sciences of geology, chemistry, higher 
mathematics, medicine, surgery, physio- 
logy in all of which he showed that Cath- 
lics had attained an eminence unsur- 
passed. 


"Coming to discoverers whom do we 


find? Why from Marco Polo to Colum- 
bus and more recently, all the discoverers 
of any note were Catholics. 
There were 


Vespuce, Cordes, Lasalle, ITarquette and 
a host of others. 
To hear the bigots talk 


one would think we had no right in this 
country. 
Do they forget that long before 


the 
Mayflower touched New 
England 


shores that tho Santa Maria with Catholic 
missionaires had colonized, civilized and 
christianized the aborigines. It was the 
work of our forefathers Catholic that made 
the country what it is. 


Passing to a higher plane take the grand 


field of theology, music poetryr architec- 
ture, sculpture, painting. 
In theology, 


we nave the whole field to ourselves. 
With philosophy it is practically the same. 
There are some Protestant 
philosophers. 


For instance there is Darwin whose phil- 
osophy ends in a tail, Huxley and Spencer 
go a little higher than tho historical and 
scientific discussion of a tail and how it 
wore off. Whyllf Darwin's system of evolu- 
tion kept on there would be no house big 
enough to hold us. 
But look upon the 


monks of gigantic intellect, including the 
wonderful Thomas of Aquiu. In our own 
day did the Catholic church put a bar 
upon the intellectual progress of J. Henry 
Newman and Henry Edward 
Manning? 


On the contrary, she encouraged them, 
made them cardinals, 
-princes of the 


church. 


The field.of oratory, jurisprudence and 


statesmanship were gone over exaustlvely 
the speaker giving examples of great Cath- 
olic lights in each branch. 


In literature I am at a loss to know 


where lo begin. 
Without the Catholic 


works no record of tho literature of the 
early ages would be preserved. When the 
savage hordes of the north swept down 
upon Europe, the monks In their monas- 
teries kept the literature of the age and 
transcribed It for the future generations. 
Consider the Vatican library whlch-is the 
grandest known; the greatest monument 
to literature in the world. 
It is always 


open to the Jew and Gentile,rich and poor 
alike. 
Consider Dante, Chaucer, Dryden 


Moore, Proctor, Ryan and Boyle O'Reilly 
nil Catholics. 
Did the Catholic church 


hinder these in their Imaginary flights? 
• In music, we have Mozart. Beethoven, 
Kosslni, Gounod, Litz aud 
a host of 


others, all Catholics. 
Then among tho 


Protestant poets and those of other faiths 
we iind that from Catholic events and 
characters they derive Ihelr loftiest inspir- 
ations. 
The greatest sculptors were Cath- 


olics, Fra Angelico, 
Michael 
Angelo, 


Raphael, and many others, were Cath- 
olics. 


"Xovr take poetry, music and sculpture 


and Immortalize them in 
architecture. 


.Man may blot out manuscript but ho can- 
not easily destroy the works of our fore- 
fathers in these 
glorious architectural 


monuments. 


Then taking his hearers through Europe 


.he speaker mentioned one by one tiie 
magnificent cathedrals and other motiu- 
nents architectural reaching a cl'luwx at 
St. Peter's iu Home. In most beiiutlfu,- 
alienage ho referred to this wonderful 
edifice, 
tho concenilatlon of poetry aud 


art in one magnificent monument. 


Concluding his remarks in this line he 


said: 
"The church has ever been the 


mother and mistress of all the arts aud 
sciences and pre-eminent in the vanguard 
of progress," 


And then, dealing with another and the. 


popular phase of the question he said: 


The same may be said of the liberty 


nurtured In the hearts of her children. If 
by liberty one means license, then the 
Catholic church 
has never advocated 


liberty. 
Hut of trne liberty, the emancipa- 


tion of man and his rights she has always 
been the advocate. 
.She never advoca. ted

Private advices received here arc to tha 


cfl'oct that the Japanese nre bombarding 
£cc Lung, a town in the extreme north of 
'ormosa. It is believed here that tho 
JOinbiirclmont is being carried on by the 
fleet of the Japanese now supposed to be at 
ca in the vicinity of Tamsui. 
Five Japanese warships arrived at Tarn- 
ui on Slay 20, and took soundings in the 
arbor without being molested by the gar-. 
ison of the Chinese fort. 
Only a portion 


f the soldiers support the republic. 
Prior to the declaration of the republic, 


J is stated a French cruiser visited Tam- 
il! and two oC her officers had a secret iu- 
-crview with Tang. No impor tunce, how- 
ver, is attached to this fact. 
A petition hive been forwarded to Pekin 
rom South Cliinu. praying the emperor to 
introduce constitutional reform, to remove 
incapable officials, to abolish the queue 
(pig toil) and foot binding, and to allow 
freedom of speech and 
of the press. 


Briefly, the petition advocates reform on 
Western lines.

and crow. In a few seconds after, the keel 
ground on a rock lightly, and there was at 
once greut excitement among the ofllcurs 
aud crew and fear on tho port of the few 
passengers ou deck. Following the danger 
signal, in less than 10 seconds tho great 
ship crunched on an unknown reef, and a 
shudder rail through tho hull from stum 
to stern. 


I'luwng-ori) Were Pnnlc-Strlckcn. 


The passengers .sprang from their berths 


in terror and ran out on the decks scream- 
ing and praying iu a paroxysm of fear, for 
the awful truth scorned to burst upon 
them. The wind howled and a dense pall 
of fog hung over the ship as she was tossed 
by the surges and began to pound herself 
to pieces on the rocks. She rose and fell 
three times and then n crash was heard. 
This was followed by silence for the space' 
of a quarter of a minute, during which 
tlmu only loud sobbing was heard and 
muffled prayers. 


"Man the boats I" trumpeted the cap- 


tain, after a short interval, in which an- 
other crash was heard from beneath tho 
water. The boats had previously been 
made ready, with all tho lifowivers placed 
at convenient places, although covered 
from tho view of nervous passengers. 
"Within three miuutus of the first crash in 
the hull the ship began to reel from its up- 
right balance, to settle and to sink in Its 
free hinderpart. The scenes about the life- 
boats were indescribable. According to 
all the testimony obtainable, tho panic 
stricken passengers aud the ship's crew 
struggled for first place, although, to the 
credit of the crew, few of the sailors or 
ship's people lost their presence of mind, 
but gave their main attention to saving 
tho passengers. 


A Fronzloil Mother's Act. 


There were a number of children on the 


passenger list aud 
one of these 
was 


pitched overboard into tho frothing sea by 
ft frenzied mother who aimed for one of tho 
lifeboats still upou the davits. 
A woman 


of evident wealth and refinement among 
the passengers, whose uamo is thought to- 
be Brosllh or Orosslyu, displayed remark- 
able presence of mind, and in tho most 
trying moments passed among the frenzied 
throng exhorting the people to keep quiet 
and take particular care of tho women and 
children. 


Some of tho passengers, not willing to 


nwait n chance for a place iu tho boats 
seized the lifebelts aud boldly cast then ' 
solves into the sea, to their almost uu 
versa! fate, as they were tossed lifelessl 
upon the waves or dashed against th 
rocks, which were easily observed froi 
tho fast sinking ship. 


The first boat to be lowered with it 


heavy burden of humanity succeeded i 
clearing the ship's sides, but was swep 
away by tho mighty force and swallowe 
by the night of fog. Of this load only on 
of the sailors In Icnown to have escaped th 
engulfing flood which swept over tho boa 
within flvo minutes after it was launched 
A similar fate befell all tho other boats 
with one exception.

CHIOACO, May Ul. — With the dedication 


of a handsome monument to the memory 
of men who wore the gray and fought for 
the "lost cause" under the stars and bars, 
n Confederate "high-water mark" was 
established far north of that set at Gettys- 
burg by force of arms; (.his. too, with the 
ungrudging consent of (he staunch Union- 
ists among whom it is placed, a.nd with 
the assistance of veterans in bine, tons in 
arms, but. fi-iends in peace, doing honor to 
an acknowledged valor which is now tho 
common heritage of our common country. 


The dedication was accompanied by per- 


haps the most impressive und Imposing 
coremonics among the exercises set down 
for Decoration day in any part of tho 
union. 


At Cottage Grove avenue and Pifty- 


cighth street then, in the outskirts, but 
now in tho heart of the city, a stockade was 
built dut'ing tho civil war and named 
Camp Douglas and there many thousands 
of Confederate prisoners were confined be- 
tween the years 1802 and 
ISiiS. The men 


held there under die rcstniints which bu- 
fcll eaptivc.H of war had spent their lives 
in that balmy climate of the sunny south, 
and the rigors of a northern winter told 
•upon thorn severely. 


As n consequence, 0000 of them wero 


liberated by death and were buried, iu 
Oakwood cemetery, at CoMage Grove av- 
enue and Sixty-seventh struct. It was to 
titc memory of these (JOOO who died in a 
solitary prison in an enemy's country that 
tho monument was dedicated by their 
comrades and opponents iu arms on the 
spot where they wero buried.

TO FRY. 


Cleanllnein, Heat and Wntclifulnenn the 


Principal Noedi—How to Itcmovo Candle 
Grease—How to Ciire for a TV'atcli—How- 
to Tranifer Xewipaper Pictures- 
Cooks should ahvays havo two frying 


pans, and o third, not ranch bigger than 
ft large plate, for omelpts, fritters, etc., 
if they have no saute pan. The pan 
must be kept delicately clonn and nice; 
the hotter, dripping, lard or oil in 
•which tho fish, meat, etc., is fried mnst 
Hi-ways ho boiling hotbeforo tho meat is 
pnt into tho pan. Tho rule is that a 
sufficient quantity of fat must bo thus 
heated in tho pan to cover the steak, 
chop Or Trhntever is to bo fried, frying 
being actually boiling in fat instead of 
water, Mutton chops do not require any 
fat in tiin pan -with tbem; they havo 
enough in themselves, bnt they ruust bo 
often turned and moved about to prevent 
them from burning. 
Cut and fikin tho 


chop nicely and season it with a little 
pepper before putting it in the pan. 
Lamb cutlets and Inrab chops must bo 
egged and bread crumbed twice in. or- 
der to look well. 
Steaks should bo cut 


tiiree-qnarters of an inch thick for fry- 
ing and should bp peppered, but not 
havo salt put on them bel'oro thry are 
cooked, as it makes them hard. When 
done, a littlo salt is sprinkled lightly 
over them. Cutlets a la maintenqu and 
mullet are fried in buttorod paper cov- 
ers. The first process in frying is to pat 
enough dripping or butter in your pan 
to cover tho chop orstealr when tho but- 
ter is melted. Then tho fat mast bo 
tnado to boil in tho pan, and when at 
its greatest heat tho substance to bo fried 
must ba plunged into it. Tho pan must 
then bo lifted from the firo for a minute 
or two to prevent tho outside from get- 
ting black bcforo tho inside is done. 
Fish must bo well flrjgfl before frying, 
in a cloth well sprinkiud witli flour, or 
first they ma7 be wipod woll, thorough- 
ly dried and dredged with flour. Tho 
*at ghould boat boiling point before tho 
fish is pnt iu, and it should bo well cov- 
ered by the liquid bnttor or oil, which, 
by ths way, is reach tho best for frying 
fish in, but it is expensive. Lard and 
drippings aro also used. Tho frying pan 
should never bo loft for a moment till 
tho fish, is done.

HOTT to TlpmoTe Candle Grease. 


Candlo gxeaso is hard to remove, but 


tho stains can'bo tnkun ont by holding 
a reclhot poker over tho mark, not closo 
enongh to scorch it, and plncing n picca 
of blottiug paper tmrtementh to absorb 
tho wax as it melts. \Vhen tho material 
is not very delicate, pot a pieco of 
blotting paper over tho spot and iron 
•nntil all tbe grcaso is ont. A fay,- sec- 
onds -will suffice. Then rnb the spot ivith 
some tissue paper. Greaso spots on velvet 
or cloth can be removed by dropping a 
little torpentiuti over thti place and rub- 
bing it dry with a pieco of clean flan- 
nel. Continue this nntil tho grease has 
vanished. If tho nap of tho velvet has 
becoino flattenod, raise it by damping 
the vfrong side, stretching it out and 
ironing it on tho "wrong side. This ia 
best done by standing the iron on end 
Bncl passing tho velvet over it 


TT to Caro For n \Vatch. 


T, in order to make a -watch keep 


as perfect time as possible, it must be 
wound up nt the snmo time of day, and 
when it is not in -use must be either laid 
dov>-n or hung np, for watches run dif- 
ferently according to tho way in which 
they tiro placed. In watches having a 
double case, that over the watch glass 
should oever bo left open. If such a 
Vfatch it left open, eveu for ono night, 
tho glass is covered with n thin film of 
dnst, which will gradually enter the 
•works, even through tho tiniest openings 
in the case, and thus causo disturbances. 
People should vricd np their watches in 
tho morning, cot only because they gen- 
erally rise more regularly than they go 
to rest, bnt also bectiusa a fpring fully 
wound up -will more readily overoomo 
tha disturbances which affect tho cor- 
rect going of o watch during the move- 
ment occasioned in wearing it. Springs 
v?ill not break EO easily if the watch is 
carefully wound up, and is not placed 
directly ont of tho "warm pocket against 
a cold vrall or on a still colder ruaible 
slab, and for that reason n protective 
mat is desirable. 


A watch .ghonld bo cleaned every two 


or at most "every three years, if it is de- 
sired to preserve it. In time tho oil de- 
compose?, gets mixed with tho particles 
of dusc which enter tho works of even 
the best closing "watch, begins to not aa 
a grinding material and wears ont the 
working parts. The best watch will be 
spoiled in this way, aud will never keep 
such gnocl time as before. It frequently 
happens that a watch requires cleaning 
in less time than every two years, ac- 
cording as it closes badly or is exposed 
to too much dnst and dirt. Anyone hav- 
ing themisfonuno to drop his watch in- 
to water or any other liquid should tako 
it at once to tho watchmaker to havo it 
taken to pieces and cleaned, for a delay 
of even an hopr might spoil tho watch 
forever. 
/ 


How to Transfer Ne-svspaper Pictnre3. 
The liquid to bo used is mado by dis- 


solving 13^ drams common yellow soap 
in _a pint of hot water, adding vrhtn 
nearly cold SU fluid ounces spirit of 
turpentine and shakiug thoroughly to- 
gether. This fluid is applied liberally 
to the surfacoof the printed matter with 
a soft brush or spongo (being careful 
not to smear the ink, which soon be- 
comes softened) and allowed to soak for 
a few minutes', then well damp the 
plain paper on which the transfer is to 
"bt> .made, place it upon the engraving 
and subject the whole to moderate pres- 
sure for about a minute. On separating 
them a reversed transfer will be found 
on the paper. 


HOTT to Potfsli n Stove- 


Put on a-pair of stout leather gloves 


and apply tie blacking with the round 
part of an ordinary shoe brush, called a 
dauber. The other side of tho same 
crash, is "used. in polishing with light, 
even strokes, like an expert bootblack. 
Soft paper bags, such as come from tho 
grocer, kept to accumnlate, are used two 
or three at a time slipped over the glove, 
arjdrnbbedoTer.the stove once each. day. 
Polish need only he applied once aiveelc 
T7ipe.aH dust from the stove before ap- 
plying-polish.

in'the state senate. In 1SSO ho was the 
Democratic candidate- for governor, bub 
was defeated, and In 188S was elected to 
congress. 


Mr. Andrew was always n. friend of the 


veterans oE the civil war. He wus noted 
for his buncvolcnce, aiid during his life 
held mimy important offices iu the various 
charitable organizations. He was mar 
ricd in 
1883 to Harriet, daughter of 


Nathaniel and Cornelia Thayer, who died 
In 1891.

forcible Illustration of the humility of tho 
Catholic priest, it \vas Wednesday night, 
ivheii Kev. Fr. Roberts, S. J., the eminent 
Jesuit who some time ago comlucLed a 
mission at that church, lectured upon the 
"Catholicity and Progress" for the benefit 
of the bulldiny fund of the new church. 


It was the night before a holiday when 


numerous attractions occupied the atten- 
tion oE every class of people, lint the

Hint Rev. Fr. 


lioberts was to lecture was sufficient to 
attract an audience of not leas than 3200 
people. As a lecturer and pulpit orator 
licv. Fr. Kobcrts is conceded to be one of 
the best in the country and no belter dis- 
course of its kind was ever delivered In 
this city than that with which the aiuliunco 
was spell bound in St. fetor's church 
Wednesday evening. 
The rnvercnd speaker spoke from the 


sanctuary, coming out without any Intro- 
duction. His discourse was very lengthy, 
forcible and eloquent, but space permits 
only an abstract being Riven here. 


In approaching his subject, Rev. Fr. 


Roberts quoted an eminent authority, 
who said: "There never was an institu- 
tion BO well deserving of examination as 
the Catholic church.' 
This authority 


was no less an historian thun Macauley, 
who was not n. Catholic, 
Ills words have 


great weight 
when brought to bear 


upon this subject. 
What caused him to 


make such a statement? 
Undoubtedly he 


saw that grand Institution which has 
triumphed over yeroism and Judaism, 
and upon the crumbled ruins of both 
built 
tho 
magnificent edifice of 
the 


church. 
He then quoted the many instances of 


persecution of Catholics in early days 
through which 
tho 
church 
emerged 


triumphantly. 


Coining down to the reformation which 


like an awful conllayation spread out and 
threatened 
wide 
spread 
destruction, 


Macauley saw the Catholic church conic 
out Phoenix like from all that surrounded 
and threatened her. lie saw ihat neither 
the persecution of Neroism nor Judaism 
nor any of the other evils that threatened 
her very existence could shake her foun- 
dation; he saw in the light of history that 
she alone for,lSOO years had lived above 
all ages.dynasties and thrones- 
She alone 


remained undiinlnisHed in her strength, 
without a wrinkle on her fair and beautiful 
brow. Xo wonder that ilacauley said 
thut there never was an institution so well 
deserving of examination as the Catholic 
church. 
. 
. 
. 


•But is it not strange that in this en- 


lightened century we have those who say, 
"the Catholic cluircli is a tiling of the past; 
she could not stand the light of the present 
intellectual progress." 
We are told that 


all our progress dates back from the so- 
culled reformation. We are told that the 
Catholic church impedes intellectual pro- 
gress, discourages free will 
and chills 


every noble Inspiration of the heart. 
The 


bigoted ones would have us believe that 
the world had come to a standstill and so 
remained for sixteen centuries. 


Regarding intellectual progress in this 


age of which we may well be proud, I 
would ask just one instance where the 
Catholic church has not 
encouraged 


progress. 
In all our experience and in all history 


we are given but one proof and that Is the 
Catholic church condemned Galileo, be- 
cause he saw Unit the 
earth 
moved 


around the sun. 


The 
facts 
are these: The Catholic 


cluirch did not condemn Galileo because 
he was a discoverer, but because he left 
his calling as an astronomer and essayed 
to place his own interpretation upon the 
scriptures. He wns disobedient, contuma- 
cious and it was the inquistors of Padua 
who put him into prison until he renounced 
his heretical ideas. 
And Galileo did 


penance like a man. saying that the 
happiest days of his life were those spent 
in penance. I'et a whole world will say 
that the church retarded his progress in- 
tellectually. 


"Galileo discovered a tplescope yet he 


is relegated to oblivion when we speak of 
ihe astronomer Kepler who when turned 
out of his own church was taken In by the 
Jesuits of Greece and encouraged in every 
way. 
But even Kepler fades into insigli- 


can'ce beside the great Copernicus, so per- 
fect in the science of astronomy, on whom 
v.-e have made no improvement, lie was 
an humble priest of the Catholic church. 
Sometimes we do get there." 


The speaker then reviewed the discov- 


eries in different branches of the sciences 
including the 
laws of hydraulics and 


dynamics, 
the microscope, 
horoscope, 


calendar, thermometer and the achieve- 
ments in music and art. 
The art of print- 


ing was invented by a Catholic. 
-So was 


the mariners' compass. 
U'e hear of the 


Galvanic battery and Voltaic laws named 
aftur l-.vo Catholics. He then reviewed the 
science? of geology, chemistry, higher 
mathematics," medicine, surgery, physio- 
logy in all ot which he showed that Cath- 
lics had attained an eminence uusur- 


j passed. 
I 
"Comin£ to discoverers whom, do 
we 


i find? U'hv from ilarco Polo to Colum- 
bus and more recently, all the discoverers 
of any note were. Catholics. 
Thertf were 


Vespucci, Cordet, Lasallc, Marrjuette and 
a host of others. To hear the bigots talk 
one would think we h;id no tight in this 
countrs'. Do they forget that loijg before 
the 
Mayflower loiiclieil JNew England 


shores that the Santa .Maria with. Catholic 
missionaries had colonized, civilized and 
christianized the aborigines. It wai the 
work of our forefathers Catholic that made 
ib'.1 conmrv what it is. 
I'assins to a higher plane take the grand 


fiel.I of theology, music poetry, architec- 
ture, sculpture, painting. 
In theology, 


we have tho whole field to ourselves. 
With philosophy it is practically the same. 
There are some_ Proiestau* philosophers. 
For instance there is Darvm whose phil- 
osophy ends ilia tail, Huxley and Spencer 
go a little higher than the historical and 
scientific discussion of a tail and how it 
wore off. Why if Darwin's system of evolu- 
tion kept on there would be no house big 
enough to hold us. 
But look upon the 


monks of gigantic intellect, including the 
wonderful Thomas of Aquin. In our own 
day did the Catholic church put a bar 
upon the intellectual progress of J. Henry 
Newman and Henry Edward Manning? 
On the contrary, she encouraged them, 
made them cardinals, 
princes of the 


church. 


The field of oratory, jurisprudence and 


statesmanship were gone over exauatively 
the speaker giving examples of great Cath- 
olic lights In each branch. 


In literature I am at a loss to know 


whereto begin. 
Without the Catholic 


monks no record of the literature of the 
early ages would be preserved. When the 
savage hordes of the north »wept down 
upon Europe, thb monks In their monas- 
teries kept the literature of tha age and 
transcribed it for the future generations. 
Consider the Vatican library which IB the 
grandest known; the greatest monument 
to literature in the world. 
It is always 


open to the Jew and Gentile,rich and poor 
alike. Consider Dante, Chaucer, Dryden, 
Moore, Proctor, Ryan and Boyle O'Reilly, 
all Catholics. Did the Catholic church 
hinder these in tkelr imaginary flights? 


In music, we have Monart. Beethoven, 


lloasini, Gounod, Litz and 
a host of 


others, all Catholics. Then among the 
Protestant poets and those of other faiths 
we Iind that from Catholic events and 
characters they derive their loftiest inspir- 
ations. The greatest sculptors were Cath- 
olics, Fra Augellco, 
Michael 
Angelo, 


Raphael, and many others. 


"Xow talcc poetry, music and sculpture 


and immortiillzo them in architecture. 
Man may blot out manuscript but he can- 
licit easily destroy the works of our fore- 
fathers in these 
glorious architectural 


monuments. 


Then talcing his henrers through Europe 


the speaker mentioned one by one the 
magnificent cathedrals and other monu- 
ments urchiteclural reaching a climax at 
St. Peter's in Rome. In most beautiful 
language he referred to this wonderful 
edilicu, the concentration of poetry and 
art In one magnificent monument. 


Concluding his remarks in this line hei 


said: 
"Tlie church has ever been the 


mother and mistress of all the arts and) 
sciences and pre-eminent in the vanguard 
of progress."

And then, dealing with another and the 


popular phase of the question he said: |

nurtured In the hearts of her children. II 
by liberty one means license, then tlicl

has never advocated

She never advocated 


slavery and ynars ago the great Gregory 
BOUght to abolish slavery in England. The 
church has been the advocate of free dem- 
ocratic Institutions. From her own cons- 
titution she is nn aristocratic democracy, 
for even the lowest may rise. 
The very 


first republics in Spain ami in the Alps 
were Catholic republics. Coming down to 
our own republic, Charles Carroll of Cor- 
rolltown whom Ben Franklin said carried 
two million people with him was a Cath- 
olic. In the war of our independence was 
It not Catholics like Lafayette, Kosciuslco 
and the rest who aided Washington in the 
struggle? 
Was It not Catholic Prance 


and 
Catholic 
Spain 
and 
Catholic 


Ireland 
that 
stood by the struggling 


Colonists? And on the other hand was it 
not Protestant England that tried to plant 
the iron heel of tyranny upon the fore- 
fathers and was It not Pi'oUstaut Ger- 
many that sent the Hessians to help sup- 
press us? 


Let us come down to our own late war. 


There was Catholic blood poured out on 
the battlefield that our union be not brok- 
en down. 
Did not Abraham Lincoln seek

"If there is any country on this earth 


that Is enjoying liberty and that should be 
proud of Its Catholic citizens, It is this 
glorious republic of America."

of a handsome monument to the memory 
of men who wore tlie yi-ay und fought for 
the "lost cause" under the stars and bars, 
o Confederate- "high-water mark" was 
established far north of that set at Gettys- 
burg by force of arms; this, too, with the 
ungrudging consent of chc staunch Union- 
ists among whom it is placed, and with 
the assistance of veterans in blue, foes in 
arms, but friends in peace, doing honor to 
an acknowledged valor which is now tho 
common heritage of our common country. 


The dedication was accompanied by per- 


haps the most impressive and imposing 
ceremonies among the exercises set down 
for Decoration day in any part of tho 
union. 


At Cottage Grove avonuc and Fifty- 


eighth street then, in the outskirts, but 
now in the heart of the city, a stockade was 
built during the civil war and named 
Camp Douging aud there many thousands 
of ConCaderate prisoners were confined be- 
tween tho years 18(12 and 1805. Tho men 
held there under the restraints which bo- 
fell captives of war had spent their lives 
iu that balmy climate of the sunny south, 
and the rigors of a northern winter told 
upon them severely.

Then tho fat must be 
tuado to boil ill fcho pr.n, and when at 
Its greatest heat tho substance to be fried 
must bo plunged into it. The pan must 
then bo lifted from tho fire for a minuto 
or two to prevent tho outsido from get- 
ting black before tho inside is done. 
Fish must bo woll clrjfifl before frying, 
in a cloth woll sprin!?ied with flour, or 
first thoy may bo wiped well, thorough- 
ly dried and dredged with flour. The 
fat should bo at boiling point before tho 
fish is put in, and it should bo well cov- 
ered by tho,liquid butter or oil, which, 
by tho way, is much the host for frying 
fish in, but it is expensive. 
Lard and 


drippings nra also used. Tho frying pan 
should novor bo left for a, momont till 
tho fish is done. 


How to JlomoTe Candle Grease. 


Caridlo grease is hard to remove, but 


the stains can bo taken out by holding 
a rcdhot pokor over tho mark, not close 
enough to scorch it, and placing n pieco 
o£ blotting paper uuclornefith to absorb 
tho wax as it melts. When tho ma.ber.ial 
is not very delicate, put n piece ol 
blotting paper over tho spot and iron 
until all the grease is out. A few- sec- 
onds will suffice. Then rub the spot with 
somo tissue pnpor. Grease spots on velvet 
or cloth can bo removed by dropping 
littlo turpentine over the placo and rub- 
bing it dry with a pioco of clean firm- 
uol. Continue this until tho greaso has 
vanished. If the nap of tho velvet has 
become flattened, raise it by damping 
tho wrong side, stretching it out anc 
ironing it on tho wrong sido. 
This is 


best done by standing the iron on euc 
and passing tho velvat over it.

How to Care For n Watch. 


Now, in order to mako a watch keep 


as perfect time as .. possible, it must be 
wound up at the same time of day, anc 
when it is not in use must bo either laic 
down or hung up, for watches run dif 
fcreutly according to tho way in whicl 
they are placed. 
In watches having a 


double case, that over tho watch glass 
should never bo left open. 
If snch a 


watch it left open, even for ono night 
tho glass is covered with a thin film o: 
dust, which will gradually enter thi 
works, even through tho tiniest opening 
in the case, aud thus cause disturbances 
People should wind up their watches in 
the morning, not only because they gen 
orally riso more regularly than they 
to rest, but also because a spring fully 
wound up will moro readily ovorcome 
tho disturbances which affect tho cor

In time tho oil da 
composes, gets mixed with tho particle 
of dust which enter tho works of even 
tho best closing watch, begins to act c 
a grinding, material and wears out th 
working parts. The best watch will b 
spoiled in this way, and will never key 
such good timo as before. It frequentl; 
happens that a watch requires cleanin, 
in less time than every two years, ac 
cording aa it closes badly or is'expose 
to too much dust and dirt. Anyone hav 
ing tho misfortune to drop his watch in 
to water or any other liquid should tak 
it at ones to the watchmaker to havo i 
taken to pieces and cleaned, for a clela 
of even an hour might spoil tho watc, 
forovar.

They were tightly wrapped in 
strips oC cloth, over which coai'se sucking 
was wound around and around with knot-

ted ropes. They were found in stone 
tombs, in caves holloived out of the rook 
and beneath tho ruins of tho temples.

and household utonsils. Ia each tomb wera 
vessels of earth or wood, which had evi- 
dently been filled with food and water foi 
the refreshment of the souls of the dead.

veterans of the civil war. He was noted 
for ills bcinovolence, and during his life 
held mauy Important offices iuthe various 
charlurtble organizations.
